They were all 
in full evening dress, in accordance 
with the custom in South American 
countries on state occasions. They 
firet waited on Secretary Blaine at tlie 
State Department and were by his: 
escorted to the White House. The 
President received them standing in 
the Blue room parlor, which. was il- 
luminated with electric lights for the 
oceasion. After formal introductions 
by Secretary Blaine, Senor Montt ad- 
vanced and addressed the Presiden! 
in Spanish as follows: ‘“‘Mr. lresi- 
dent, | have the bonor to present 
credentials which accredit ine in the 
capacity of Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the Ke- 
public of Chili in the United States of 
North America. The object of my 
mission which-the government of 
Chili confided to me, is to cultivate 
and maintain relations of peace and 
friendship Letween the United States 
and Chili, which have ever been close 
and cordial. For the accomplishment 
of this purpose, I rely upon the kind- 
ness and good will which the United 
States government has always mani- 
fested for the representatives of Chili. 
Permit me to express my country’s 
sincere wishes for the prosperity and 
welfare of this noble country which is 
so highly favored by Providence, and 
for your own happiness.

The President responded as follows: 
‘‘Mr. Minister, I am glad to receive 
from your hands the letters accredit- 
ivug you as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the Re- 
public to the. United States. The 
presence of a representative of the 
Government of Chili at this Capita’ 
will, [ hope, tend to promote gcod 
understanding between the two Gov- 
ernments, and an early settlement 
upon terms just and honvurable to 
both, of diplomatic questions now 
somewhat urgently awaiting adjust- 
ment. The Government of the Upi- 
ted States, as well as its people, par- 
ticularly desire and rejoice in the 
prosperity of all our neighbors in this 
hemisphere. Our diplomatic rela- 
tions with them have always been, 
amd will continue to be, free from in- 
termeddiing with their internal af- 
fairs. Our people are too justto de- 
sire that the commercial or political 
advantage of this Government should 
be sought by tie promotion of disas- 
terous disseutions in other countries. 
We bear with sorrow every fresh tale 
of war or interfial strife, and are al- 
ways reddy to give our friendly offices 
to the promotion of peace. If these 
are not acceptable or do not avail, it 
is our pulicy to preserve honorable 
and strict neutrality, as was done 
during the recent war in Chili. 
Tempting commercial and politica! 
advantages may be offered for our aid 
or infuence by one or other of the 
contending parties, but this we have 
not deemed vonsistant with obliga.

SPECIE-ROOM OF A BIG LINER.

Where Geld end Silver are Stored 
ee Orean Steamers. 


In these days of heavy gold ship- 
ments the specie room on the steam- 
ehip isa very important institution. 
It is located in an out-of-the-way place 
amidships, under the saloon, Few of 
the passengers know ot its existence, 
or of the valuable treasure that is car- 
ried acioea the ocean with ther. 


The room “varies slightly on differ- 
ent ships, but is usually about 16 feet 
long, by 10 feet wile and 8 feet high. 
It is constructed of steel plates one- 
quarter of an inch thick, and strong! 
riveted together. The floor, the ceil- 
ing and the walls are all of steel plate. 
There is a heavy door also made of 
steel. It is provided with two English 
“Club” locks, a variety of combination 
Jock that is said to be burglar-proof, 
writes John H. Gould in Seribner’s. 
The gold and silver is usually in 
bars, but occassionally a quantity of 
coin in bags is shipped. This was 
the case when the heavy shipments of 
gold were made last apring. The Ma- 
jestic is credited with carrying the 
argest quantities, her strong box hav- 
ing $4,500,000 intrusted to it for safe 
keepiug.
